St. Pauls Churchyard was cut off from 
and | the rest of the City of London to-day by 
great wooden ‘barriers, painted purple and 
decorated with the City arms. One would 
scarcely suppose that such barriers would 
have been needed; but, as one drove 
through the sireets to the Cathedral a 
full hour before the Service was to begin 
and saw the dense-crowds lined upon the 
route, with double rows of paces each 
street crossing it; one,could redlise that 
London had turned ont in force to pay 
honour to the dead Field-Marshal. Men, 
women and children stood for hours in 
the rain to.watch his funeral procession, 
and nearly everyone bore some mark of 
mourning. . 
In view of the short space of time 
allowed, the funeral arrangement in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral was extremely well 
carried out. Three blocks of seats sur- 
rounded the simple catafalque, covered ” Fa 
with purple cloth- and surrounded by six as ‘ | 
candles of yellow wax.

The 
side aisles were packed with members of 
the public who had been permitted to 
enter the Cathedral without tickets to fill 
the vacant space. ; 
The funeral was late in reaching the 
Cathedral, and the wait for those inside 
was a very long one. The building was 
extremely gloomy, the grey skies and 
falling rain outside having their effect. 
It was quite a relief when the band of the 
Irish Guards began a amme of 
beautiful funeral music, including “O, dry 
those tears,” and the funeral march of a 
hero. Presently there was a rustle, and 
the Lord Mayor of London, with his Court 
of Sheriffs, City Marshal, Recorder, and 
Aldermen, ‘with Sword Bearer and Mace 
Bearer, passed on into ‘he choir, the great 
gold mace of the City being heavily draped 
with crépe. A few minutes afterwards the 
great. golden cross of the Cathedral was 
to be seem passing along above the heads 
of the people, and then the golden 
pastoral staff of the Bishop ef London 
could be seen.

MR. CHÚRCHILL'S SPEECH. 


When the House went into Committes 
on the Irish Office Yote Mr.~Churehill, 
Mr. Shortt, the Prime Minister, and Mr. 
Chamberlain sat side by side on’ the 
Treasury Bench. There was -some pre- 
liminary discussion whether the debate 
should be confined to Ireland or the ad- 
journment should be moved, im order to 
give it a wider scope; but Sir F. Banbury 
said that it was most important that there 
should be a division on the definite ques- 
tion of the Government's Irish policy, so 
the deba’> proceeded in Committee. 

Mr. Churchill led off for the Govern- 
ment, and has seldom been more emphatic 
or more effective. He dealt very faithfully 
with the hesitations of the Provisional 
Government in regard to Mr. de Valera 
and the I.R.A., particularly in regard to 
the maintenance of the two divisions in 
Ulster—the primary cause of all the 
trouble in the*North. The Government s 
policy was clearly laid down. It was to 
protect the Northern Government at all 
costs against attempts to destroy it, The 
situation on the border was much improved 
through the establishment of a neutral 
zone, and this, he hoped, would be. ex- 
tended by mutual agreement. But it might 
be necessary to draw a military line from 
Dundalk to Ballyshannon, and any 
attempt to break into Northern territory 
would be resisted by Imperial troops. Sinn 
Fetn must realise that Ulster must be won 
by friendliness or not at all. 

In conclusion, Mr. Churchill said that 
the Provisional Government, now that. the 
elections have given it public backing, 
must do its duty. “ Mere denunciations: of 
murder, however heartfelt, if" unaccom- 
panied by the apprehension of a single 
murderer, will not be accepted.” The 
apparatus of Republicanism must not be 
kept in being, and the ambiguous position 
of the I.R.A. must be ended. Otherwise 
the British Government would regard the 
Treaty as. having been formally violated 
and would resume full liberty of action,

Having either killed or driven away the 
brains of Russia, Lenin and Trotsky are 
eos to appreciate the force of the 
political axiom that a mob may destroy, 
but cannot build, industry or civilisation. 
Before his illness Lenin's speeches to his 
own people showed his changing views. 
The expression, “We have made a mis- 
take” was common and was used in 
respect to railroads, mills, factories, and 
even the abolition of private ownership of 
land. The results, few in number as yet, 
and feeble in operation, may be seen in 
the fact that some of the intelligentsia have 
been recalled and now hold office under 
the Soviet Government as managers of 
railroads and industries. Compelled by 
sheer selfishness, the Soviet Government 
in many cases has restored lands and has 
curbed the practice of taking grain with- 
out pay. It found that the peasants 
raised only enough for themselves and 
families, and hid it. The results were 
that the inhabitants of the towns dicd by 
thousands and that famine destroyed a 
large proportion of the peasants’ hoard.

THE DUBLIN WORKERS’ NEED, 


Better amusement was almost as important 
as better hodsing, and as important in its way 
as better wages, because the rey of life's 
being “worth! liring could. not be settled on a 
cash basis only. This was the yyiew expressed 
at the weekly meeting of the Dut: tary 
Club yesterday (Mr. P. J. Lawrence, presidid§): 
by Mr. F. W. Ryan, LL.B., who spoke about’ 
‘* More and Better Recreation for the Worker.” 

He said that from all points of view more 
and better recreation was wanted in Dublin 
for the worker. With all their magnificent 
parks they wanted a base of operations, recrea- 
tive centres where each parish and each set 
of streets had their organised centres f ames. 
Thousands of boys grew up without e aving 
used a football. at, perhaps, accounted for 
the slouching way in which many of the young 
workers walked and for the consequential loss 
of mental alertness. 

Through not playing games a very large 
section of young citizens had become inefficient, 
and showed a lack of persistence in methods of 
attack. 

Having referred to the Jack of facilities for 
laying various games, including basket ball, 
e stated that although there were magnificent 
bathing places there was not a single instructor 
available for a working boy if he wanted a 
lesson. As a winter game for workers chess 
should be developed. 

There should be organised lectures. The boys 
cf the Artane Industrial Sch-ol were taken 
periodically to the Meseum, wi ore the exhibits 
were explained to them, wher 1s the ordinary 
working boy wandered aimless’ ' around. Muc 
educational work of that kind could be done 
during the winter. 

The National schools paid too little attention 
to the question of recreation, Boys and girls 
should be taught how to play organised games.

STARVING ISLANDERS.

A FAMILY SAVED. 


A typical instance of how some of the people 
are compelled to live on the Island of Letter 
mullen was afforded on a recent visit of Mr. 
Owen Dockery, the Galway Inspector of the 
National Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children. Called to the house of a woman 
by a report ,handed him on the 22nd inst., he 
found that the father of the family had died 
three months ago, and that the mother had 
Been confined to bed from about the same 
time. There were eight children, ranging in 
age from 13 years to three months, and hie 
were almost starving. All the helpless little 
family had to live on was ten shillings parish 
relief, and the condition of the impoverished 
household on this barren island ean be 
imagined. 

There was a poignant scene before the mother 
consented to part with some of her children. 
Mr. Dockery had a special court called. and 
two of the little boys were committed to 
Letterfrack and Clifden Industrial Schools, and 
two of the girls to Clifden, the manager of the 
schools sending a motor to fetch the little mites, 
who had never been heyond Carraroe before. 

The other four children will be taken charge 
of by relatives for the present. - Arrangements 
were made to have the stricken mother, who 
was lying on an earthen floor on a little straw, 
taken to hospital. The surroundings were 
squalid in the extreme; and the intervention 
of the N.8.P.C.C. Inspector, in all probability, 
resulted in saving the fantily from stervation.

Italian 
cavalrymen ate well known for their 
fine horsemanship; but people do 
not realise, especially in these islands, 
how large a part British horses have 
‘played in the success of the [Italian 
Cavalry. The horses are remarkable not 
only for their courage and cleverness in 
dangerous jumping, but for their uni- 
formity in size and build. They are tall, 
well-set-up, big-boned, but graceful, giving 
an impression of being lighter than they 
really are. No other Government has 
taken horse-breeding more seriously or 
conducted it more scientifically. Every 
year the Italian Government buys a 
number of British hackney horses of good 
breeding to use as sires in its studs. 
British sportsmen wonder why their own 
Goyernment takes so little interest in the 
magnificent horseflesh that is bred in these

A Paris telegram announces that the Prince 
of Monaco died there at 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 

Albert, Sovereign Prince of Monaco, was born 
in November, 1848, and succeeded his father in 
September, 1889. He married the Lady Mary 
Douglas-Hamilton. daughter of the llth Duke 
of Hamilton, in 1869, by whom he had one son, 
Prince Louis, born in 1870, who succeeds. ‘The 
marriage was annulled, and in 1889, six months 
before his accession, the Prince married the 
Duchess de Richelieu. } 

Monaco is a miniature Principality on the 
Mediterranean Sea, between France and Italy, 
three miles long by one and a half wide. It 
has some 23,000 inhabitants, and an average of 
1,500,000 visitors a year. The whole area is

MR. CHURCHILL’S REVIEW. 


When the House of Commons went into Com- 
mittee of Supply on a vote of £33,579 for the 
salaries and expenses of the Irish Office yester- 
day, the Chairman (Mr. James Hope), replying 
to Colonel Gretton, ruled that it would be out 
of order to discuss the action of the Metropoli- 
tan Police authorities on the vote. 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain at once offered to 
move to report progress so that he could move 
the adjournment of the. House in order that 
members might have the widest possible scope 
for discussion. (Cries of “ Yes” and “ No.*’) 
He thought that members ought to have the 
amplest latitude that their rules allowed, 

Sir Frederick Banbury protested that mem- 
bers ought to be allowed to vote on the Chief 
Secretary's salary so that they could vote for a 
reduction of his salary. Then they could have 
the adjournment and discuss other questions. 
‘A large number of members desired to express 
their disapprohation of the Government policy 
in Ireland by moving to reduce the salary of 
the member of the Government who was re- 
sponsible for the policy in Ireland, and they 
had got him there. They could put on record 
in the division lobby the names of members who 
thought that the policy would lead to the dis- 
integration of the Empire and more murders 
in England. Do not let them losé that oppor- 
tunity. 

Mr. Churchill said that it was certainly the 
wish and desire of the Government that the de- 
bate should be as full and free as possible, and 
that it should be a debate capable of being 
terminated by a division in which every member 
could vote. He assured the Chairman that he 
would keep as carefully as he could within the 
rules of order. Mr. Churchill then proceeded 
with his statement. 

Mr. Churchill said:—There are two issues be- 
fore us this afternoon, different in scale, but 
both of great interest. There is the important 
series of questions connected with the means 
which have been, and which ought to have been, 
taken to protect individuals in this country 
against assassination by the Irish murder gang 
now operating, which have been brought to our 
netice “by hateful crime committed a few 
days ago. 

Then there is the much larger issue, the main 
topic for our discussion—namely, what is the 
general position in which our Irish policy stands 
at the present moment, having regard to the 
new circumstances created in Ireland and in 
this country since I spoke on the eve of the 
Whitsuntide recess? 

Mr. Churchill reminded the House how the 
Treaty was repudiated by Mr. de Valera and a 
large num of his followers, and only carried 
through the Dail after prolonged wrangling by 
seven votes, although the Irish people by every 
means: expressed their agreement with the 
Treaty. 


THE FIRST OBJECT. 
TO SECURE FREE ELECTIONS. 


“Such,” he said, “ was the situation when I 
betame responsible, as Chairman of the Cabinet 
Committee, for the general direction of Irish 
policy. The first great object to which we de- 
voted ourselves was to procure for the Irish 
people as speedily as possible a free election, at 
which they could express the views we believed 
they held, and which events have shown they 
do, hold. . (Hear, hear.) 

We pressed upon the Provisiona] Government 
the importance and urgency of an election, 
which could alone give them the status of a 
nationa] administration, and enable them to 
govern with native authority. Mr. de Valera, 
knowing’ himself to be in a small minority, set 
to work to obstruct, delay, and, if possible, 
prevent such an election. 

For this purpose he had recourse to the 60- 
called I.R.A., an association of persons for 
the purpose or organising attacks upon the 
Crown forces. ranging from individual murder to 
considerable ambuscades. It is not, and was | 
not at any time, capable of any serious action 
aceording to the rules of war. Nevertheless, it 
contained a considerable number of men per- 
fectly ready to suffer for what they considered 
to be their cause. 

This so-called army was divided in opinion, 
but was the only organisation at the disposal 
of the Provisional Government for the main- 
tenance of peace and order, and the Provisional 
Government were led into a series of weak and 
unsatisfactory compromises. Mr. de Valera was 
able, by his influence over the Republican sec- 
tion of that force, to destroy the capacity of 
the Provisional@Government to hold a free 
election. The Provisional Government were 
consequently forced to agree to postpone the 
election for three months, relying on Mr. de 
Valera’s promise that the election should then 
be free, chat in the meanwhile the army should 
act unitedly under the Provisional Government 
and aut: not interfere in the election, nor 
oppese by force any Government returned at 
that election. 

His Mayjesty’s Government were forced to 
acquiesce, but Mr. de Valera proceeded to break 
this promise and to cheat his fellow-country- 
men, and naturally in a country where all 
authority 1 fallen into utter disrepute— 
(Die-hard cheers)—many other people, even 
more irresponsible than Mr. de Valera, sprang 
forward to assert themselves and claim a share. 

Mr. de Valera and his friends did everything 
fo discredit the Provisional Government, to 
create disorder throughout the country. and 
embroi! Southern Ireland with Ulster. — For 
these purposes the mutifious, or irregular, por- | 
tion of the LR.A. were always available, and 
around them gathered the predatory and crimi- 
nal elements which exist in every society and 
take the lead in times of revolution.

FOUR COURTS REPORT. 


The following statement wus «ssued late last 
night by the Publicity Department, Four 
Courts, Dublin — 

“This morning Commandant Henderson, 
Director of Boycott, in pursuance of imstruc- 
tions issued to him by Headquarters, Four 
Gourts, to rigorously enforce the Belfast boy- 
cott, carried out a raid on the premises of 
Messrs. H. Ferguson, Ltd., Baggot street. 
Whilst so engaged some members of the force 


of Oriel ‘House appeared, and subsequently a 


strong force of Beggars’. Bush troops arrived, 
with two armoured cars. An undertaking hav- 
ing been given by Commandant Thornton, who 
commanded the Beggars’, Bush foree, that no 
arrests would be effected, Commandant Hender- 
son returned to the Four Courts and acquainted 
his superiors of the state of affairs. On his 
return to Messrs. Ferguson's Commandant Hen- 
derson was arrested i” Commandant Thornton 
subsequent to the receipt of a despatch by the 
latter from Beggars’ Bush. 

“Commandant Henderson was removed to 
Mountjoy Jai) under escort, where he ig now 
confined, notwithstanding an undertaking given 
by the Chief of Staff of Beggars’ Bush that he 
would be treated as an officér and not detained 
in a criminal prison.” 


The brief reports above convey but a very 
inadequate description of the scene which was 
enacted yesterday in Baggot street, and of the 
tension which for a time existed. Indeed, it 
seemed at one time ae if a conflict between the 
forces of the Provisional Government and 
certain i:regulars was imminent. 


It appears that at about 11 o'clock in the morn- | 


ing an armoured car and a tender with about 
15 armed men, stated to have come from the 
Four Courts, entered the garage of Harry 
Ferguson. Ltd., Lower Baggot street, seized all 
the cars which were fit to move, to the number 
of about 15,.and drove them away. 

Meanwhile another party, under the -same 
direction, it is alleged, damaged machinery to 
the extent of several hundred pounds. The 
raiders rounded up and kert the staff of twenty 
in one portion of the premises until they were 
released at about 5.30, and allowed to leave for 
their homes. 

THE OBJECT. 

According to unofficial reports, it is stated 
that the’ object of the raiders was to secure 
transit facilities for Belfast refugees. 

At 3 p.m. a body of troops from Beggars’ 
Bush, with two armoured cars, appeared on the 
scene, and a message was cOnveyed to the officer 
in command of the raiders in occupation of the 
premises. 

Negotiations were entered into between the 
leaders of the two parties, and it is understood 
that the official forces demanded complete 
evacuation on the part of the rajders, and also, 
it “was stated, the return of the ™“™ com- 
mandeered "’ cars. 

Apparently the “garrison” were given until 
6 p.m. to come to a decision, for nothing very 
unusual happened until about 5.30. Then, as 
already stated, the workmen left the premuses. 
A little later, one of the armoured cars ap- 
proached the main entrance, the machine gun 
was trained on the closed gate, Troops were 
placed in position commanding the . premises, 
while the large crowd of clrious spectators 
was ‘politely, but firmly, ordered out. of the 
danger zone. 

As 6 o'clock approached, it looked as if fire 
would be opened at any minute, but at the 
stroke of six the gate was opened, and the 
Beggars’ Bush forces were admitted. 

At this sign of a peaceful termination of the 
affair there was much relief among the specta- 
tors. 

The garrison did not evacuate the premises 
in a body, but it was stated that they had left 
by the back gate, According to other reports 
some of the raidérs were detained as prisoners, 
but from the official report given above, it ap- 
pears that only one prisoner was taken,

1,200 CATTLE “ HELD UP.”

The Londonderry cattle dealers and drovers, 
who are all Roman Catholics, yesterday refused 
to ship any cattle until Mr. McCloskey, the 
Roman Catholic portal] inspector, who bas been 
acting for some time under the Department of 
Agriculture, Dublin, who, they allege, has 
been dismissed on account of his religion by the 
Northern Government, is reinstated. 

The attitude of the Northern Government is 
apparently that Mr. MeCloskey’s name does not 
appear on the list of officials who were trans- 
ferred from Dublin, and they have no 
cognisance of him. They have notified the Im- 
perial authorities that he is acting without 
their authority, and directed them not to ac- 
cept certificates signed by him. 

Telegrams have been sent to the Departments 
of Agriculture in London, Belfast, and Dublin, 
asking for instructions in view of a crisis, but 
so far no instructions have been received. Yes 
terday 1,200 cattle were brought to London- 
derry piers for shipment to British ports, but 
the men at the quay refused to ship them, and 
the animals were taken. back to the fields. 


FIRING IN BELFAST, 


There was a serious-outbreak of firing in the 
Carrick Hill and Stanhope street area of Belfast 
last night, and the military were compelled to 
use machine guns in order to: silence the 
snipers. No casualties were reported.

LORD MIDLETON’S PROTEST. 


The Earl of Midleton, in the House of Lords 
yesterday, drew attention to a paragraph which 
appeared .in Saturday’s Morning Post, fron 
its Dublin Correspondent, in reference to the 
murder of Sir Henry Wilson. 

It ran :—‘* As far as horror of this murder, 
as murder, is concerned, and as far as realisa- 
tion’ of the added shame that it heaps on the 
alréady infamous Irish race is concerned, the 
vast bulk of Southern Irishmen, from the 
Midletonian Anti-Partitionists to the Rory 
O’Connor Republicans, are going about their 
business to-day, as if the Empire’s greatest 
soldier had been a blind beggar, run over by a 
ear. The foul deed has not punctured their 
monumental satisfaction with themselves; for 
the whole race is steeped to-day in the 
infamous doctrine that killing is no murder 
when the victim is an Orangeman or a 
Loyalist.” 

Their lordskips, he said, would see that the 
suggestion was therein, made, in connection 
with one of the greatest crimes ever com- 
nuttcd, that he and those associated with him 
regarded killing as no murder whcn the victim 
was 4n Orangeman or a Loyalist. While he 
and his friends had worked for peace, they had 
always made it perfectly clear that in their 
Opinion no peace could be set up on a founda- 
tion of murder and outrage. (Hear, hear.) 

Calumnious as he considered that statement, 
he would not have troubled their lordships with 
it but for the fact that all the efforts of himself 
and the Earl of Desart had failed to procure 
a withdrawal of the paragraph and an apology 
from those responsible for the imputation. 
They had called on Lady Bathurst, who, he 
believed, was the sole proprietor of the news- 
paper, and also on the Editor, but without 
result. He and his friends deeply resented the 
paragraph, as imputing to them something that 
was foreign to the whole tenor of their public 
conduct,‘ and they regarded it as quite un- 
worthy a responsible journal. 

The Earl ef Donoughmore said that he 
happened to be in Dublin on Friday—the day 
on which the message was sent. e murder 
was the one subject of discussion, and it met 
with universal condemnation among the public.

Sir Henry Wilson lies, in peace at St. Paul's, 
but the cause for which he: battled in the closing 
months of his life, and for. which he died, goes 
marching on, It is clear to all men that he 
was assassinated because he was the head and 
front of’ the resistance to. the coercion of the 
Protestants of Ulster.

Apert from the chronic disorder on the 
Northern border, how have the Southern signa- 
tories of the Treaty carried out their bond? 
We turn again to Mr. Churchill's penetrating 
analysis of the situation.

yuarters of the Republican Executive was a 
rross breach and defiance of the TYveaty. This 
is harsh language, but we have only too good 
ceason to know that it is deserved. What steps, 
then. do the Government propose to take to 
uphold the Treaty which they have signed im 
the name of the British people ? 

Mr. Churchill gave the answer in an ex- 
ceedingly grave and solemn pronouncement. If 
these breaches of the Treaty are not brought 
to a speedy end the Minister gave notice that 
the Government would regard the Treaty as 
having been formally violated, that they would 
take no etens to carry out its further stages, 
and that they would resume full liberty of 
action. Mr. Collins and his colleagues are ac- 
cordingly presented with the clearest of alterna- 
tives. They now have an opportunity which 
may never recur of complying with the Treaty, 
as generous an instrument as was ever signed 
by British statesmen, of making their peace, 
not only with Great Britain, but with Ulster, 
and of showing to the world by their actions 
that they will not tolerate either the preten- 
sions or the lawlessness of~a Republican 
minority. 

The moment has at lest come for Mr. Collins 
to choose which path he shall take. There are 
only two paths.—that of the Treaty and that of 
anarchy. Wo pray that he will boldly take 
the path of the Treaty. If he follows this, 
the course of true statesmanship, he may yet 
securé peace for Ireland and an honourable 

lace for her among the free nations of the 

ritish Empire. None would reioice more than 

the people of Great Britain at so great an 
achievement as Anglo-Irish concord. But the 
Irish people on their part must never forget 
that Enghshmen, too, have long memories. In 
the end Sir Henry Wilson’s death must be 
avenged by Irishmen themselves, and it weére 
well if they could begin to make amends 
straightaway.

PLOT AGAINST. THE REPUBLIC. 

Commenting editorially upon the murder of 
Dr. ‘Rathenau, The Times remarks:—It is 
significant that in Munich there were no public 
signs of mourning for the murder of Dr. 
Rathenau. In that well-disciplined State, 
where the leading Prussian reactionaries have 
taken refuge, where schemes for the -e- 
organisation of the German army have been 
fully tested, where advantage has een taken 
of the neighbourhood of the uncontrolled 
mountainous region of Tirol to establish centres 
of militarist reconstruction, and where advan- 
tage has been taken of a very brief experience 
of adventurous Bolshevism to arouse Monarchist 
instincts to extraordinary vigour, a strong 
nucleus of reaction is freely developing, ‘and 
is casting- out feelers to various ‘parts cf 
Germany, to Austria, and to Hungary. 

The evidence of a widespread plot against 
the Republic, the Allies, and against the 
security of Europe, is rapidly accumulating. 
More than ever is it necessary that France and 
Great Britain should take close counsel to- 
gether, and wisely and firmly prepare for all 
possible emergencies.

UNIVERSAL MOURNING. 


London paid a silent, but none the less 


late Sir Henry Wilson yesterday, when the 
remains of the murdered Field-Marshal to 
whom the nation and the Alliés owed so 
much in the great war were buried in St. 
Paul's Cathedral. Not since the tragedy 
of Lord Kitchener's death has the country 
been so stirféd by the passing of one of 
its national figures as by the assassination 
of Sir Henry Wilson, and the depth of 
its feeling was shown by the silent crowds 
who, in the drizzling rain, lined the streets 
along which the funeral procession passed 
to St. Paul's. 

The universal respect in which Sir Henry was 
held was abundantly shown during the early 
morning by the crowds which gathered. outside 
the late Field Marshal’s house in Eaton Place. 
There was a marked stillness about the throng, 
and one of the fimest tributes that 
paid to the late soldier was seen in the raising 
of hats by every person who passed. the house. 
From the humblest workman to the silk-hatted 
business man all raised their hats with becom. 
ng solemnity. 

When at 9 o'clóck the crowd of people began 
to assemble they required no direction from the 
large body of police that were on duty. Each 
and all were sincere mourners, and with a spon- 
tancity that was remarkable they took up their 
positions on the pavement af Belgrave Place, 
leaving the immediate frontage of 36 Eaton 
Place absolutely clear. 

The Westminster Coroner, Mr. ‘Ingleby Oddie. 
and the jury arrived at the house at a quarter 
to ten to view the body before the inquest was 
held. Simultaneously with their arrival a hearse 
drew up outside the house, with the coffin in 
which the remains of the late Field Marshal 
were to be placed. The coffin was draped with | 
a gold-embroidered pall, and its delivery | 
the house was followed by the Coroner and his i 
jury. 

Ten minutes after they had entered. the 
Coroner and jury departed in the motor lorry | 
which had conveyed them to the house.

THE INQUEST, 
——— 


VERDICT OF WILFUL MURDER. 


Mr. Ingleby Oddie, at Westminster yesterday 
morning, held an inquest on Sir Henry Wilson. 
The corener and jury, guarded ‘by police, 
drove first to Eaton placo to view the body of 
the late Field-Marsha!, and on their return to 
court evidence was called. 

Major Cecil William Wilson, of Lyddington 
Manor, Swindon, -brother of Sir Henry, was 
the first witness. He identified the body, and 
said that he last saw his brother alive last 
Tuesday. 

Answering the Coroner's question, witness 
said that Sir Henry had had police protection, 
but he did not know when it was withdrawn. 
He was employed by the Ulster Government 
as Military Adviser, and had been in Ireland 
within the last ten days. . 

Witgess No. 1, a taxi driver, told of . bein 
eng; #4. by Sir Henry about 2 o'clock las 
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wr “sday at Charing Cross. He drove him to 
vhe Travellers’ Club and then to Eaton place. 
Men were repairing the road there, and tools, 
mortar, and sand were in the gutter. Before 
witness could quite draw up to the kerb outside 
the house Sir his stepped out, = witness, 
and walked towards the house. itness was 
driving away when he was startled by a loud 
bang, and looking round, saw a man with a 
revolver in his right hand standing in the 
road about three yards from the Field-Marehal. 
Witness saw the second and third shots fired, 
and the Field-Marshal seemed to fall face down- 
wards on the pavement. Witness drove off, 


WHAT THE MAID SAW, 


A maid said that she heard a bang, and 
jumped on the kitchen table and looked through 
the window. Sir Henry was lying on the pave- 
ment. She ran out and found him on his back 
in the centre of the pavement. His sword was 
drawn and lying by his side, 

Witness, who was very much affected, added, 
“1 just exclaimed, ‘Sir Henry,’ and he tried 
to speak to me, but was unable to do so. Her 
ladyship then came out, and Sir Henry was 
carried into the study, where he died.’ 
Witness further stated she had not seen any- 
one loitering about outside either that day or 
recently. 

A witness put in a plan showing Eaton place 
with the road obstructions, and also the route 
along which the men were pursued before 
arrest, this including Eaton place, Lownes place, 
Chesham place, Chesham street, Eaton place 
W., Eaton terrace, South Eaton place, and 
Ebury street. 

Witness No. 2, a labourer, employed by the 
Westminster City Council, working on the road 
outside 36 Eaton place, said that he saw Sir 
Henry Wilson get out of the taxi cab and take 
a pace across the pavement, when he heard a 
shot. Sir Henry completed the distance across 
the pavement, and had his foot on the first step 
when there was another shot. 

Sir Henry attempted to put his key in the 
door when there was more firing. Sir Henry 
bent down as though to avoid more shots. There 
was more firing, and witness saw him fall 
across the pavement. 
Witness saw a big man standing on the 
kerb about three yards from Sir Henry, and 
a smaller man with a revolver directly behind 
the taxi-cab, so there was actually one man 
on each side about three or four yards from 
him. Witness*saw both men fire several! shots. 
When Sir Henry was bent before the front 
door he was fired at by both the men. When 
the men departed witness started to follow, 
and the taller of them warned him to keep 
back, but he kept them in sight until they 
-were captured. In Chesham place the men got 
into a passing Victoria cab, and turned round 
on the crowd, each firing a shot. Further on 
the Victoria stopped suddenly, and the men 
got out and walked, a big crowd following. 


OTHER SHOTS. 
Answering the Coroner, witness said that he 
heard other firing, but only saw the men fire 
on the crowd from the Victoria, ' 
Witness number three, a pavior, employed 
by the Westminster Council, gave evidence of a 
similar and corrobdrative nature. 
Witness number four told of hearing shots, 
seeing Sir Henry on the pavement, and cf 
following two men who ran away. He saw 
them get into a Victoria and fire on the pur- 
suers. 
Another witness, a boy of 15, relating how 
his father and himself in a motor car joined 
in the chase, said that when they followed the 
men into West Eaton place they shot the back 
tyre of the car and punctured it. At Eaton 
terrace a policemen ran up to the men, who 
shot him, and he fell. Witness’s father got out 
to aid the policeman, and he also was chot 
through the thigh. i 
Several police witnesss then gave graphic. 
details of a running fight with the murderers; 
of the latter ,“‘ holding up” the .crowd and 
the constables, on whom they frequently fired; 
of the police eventually out-man@uvring Con- 
nolly and O'Brien and ‘arresting them with the 
assistance of civilians and taking them to the 
station. 
Dr. William Evans, Divisional Police Surgeon, 
described the wounds he found on the late 
Field-Marshal., 
Dr. Henry wer, é“ the result of the 
examination of the La Dr. Spilisbury, said 
that there were eight bullet wounds, incl 
two caused by one bullet. Death was due to 
wounds in the chest. 
The Coroner, summing up, paid a tribute to 
Sir Henry Wilson as a truly great man, a 
brilliant soldier, and disti servant cf 
the Crown. ‘‘ Shot when his back was turned 
towards them, as brave and fearless men are 
shot by assassins.” He also described the 
suit of the murderers by law-abiding English- 
men as a fine and 
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i lcolm MacNaghten said that the 
aatheke 8 terrorism, which had found their 
latest victim in London, were bein carried on 
in Ulster by the same persons, wi the same 
means, and for the same object. Sir Henry 
Wilson was killed because he was the most 
fearless and most distinguished advocate of the 
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killed sir Henry Wilson. The time had now 
come, he said, when the House had to decide 
whether they would condone murder or 
condemn it. There was no other course open. 
With regard to police protection, he did not 
think that ministers were in any danger. They 
would be the last persons to be touched by the 
murder gang, because they were too com 
plaisant in carrying out their behests.

VALUABLE ADMISSION, 


SIR H. WILSON’S CHOICE, 


Mr. Rovald MeNeill said that Mr. Churchill's 
statement that the I.R.A. was the cause of all 
the trouble in the North was a valuable one. 
The rest of his speech was unsatisfactory. It 
was a frightful picture of Ireland as a result 
of the Government's policy.. Mr. Churchill had 
recognised the existence of a murder gang. 
Probably in personnel it was very much th 
same murder gang who, according to Sir 
Hamer Greenwood, were “on the run” last 
year—(laughter)—only then Mr. Collins was at 
the head of them. 

The question now was:—Could Mr. Collins, 
now a respectable person, control the murder 
gang which he had left? Mr. Churchill 
appeared to be very doubtful of it. The Govern- 
ment should have seen that a firm adminis- 
tration was set up in Southern Ireland before 
they withdrew. (Cheers.) He could not attach 
any value to Mr. Churchill's strong declarations. 
He would only believe them when he saw them 
carried out. 

Sir Henry Wilson had said that sooner or 
later the re-conquest of Iréland would be an 
unavoidable necessity, His death was a result 
of the Government policy. They were talking 
together last week about a meeting he was 
oing to at Glasgow. “I said to him,” said 
Mr. cNeill, “- they might have a shot at you 
there.” Sir. Henry Wilson replied :—“ They 
might miss me.” I said :—‘*They might hit you. 
He paused, and then said with his rather 
whimsical use of words :—‘‘ Yes, they might, hit 
me, but it will be much nicer to be shot by 
them than to shake hands with them.” (Loud 
Cheers.) 

Mr. George Barnes expressed ba pleasure 
at the speech of the Colonial Secretary. He 
regretted, however, that the dastardly murder 
of a gallant officer had been used to inflame 
public opinion in that country. It could do no 
good. Protection of Ministers was merely 
waste of public money. He agreed with Mr. 
Asquith that they must have patience. The 
two miserable miscreants now in prison were 
not so much to blame as were those who had 
poured poison into the minds of the Irish people 
during the last six months. It was those per- 
sons he should like to see the Provisional Go- 
vernment deal with more iaithfully. On the 
whole he counselled patience in the face of 
great provocation. Let them keep their heads, 
and give the Provisional Government a chance 
of firm action. á 

Mr. Bonar Law, who was received with 
cheers, said that Sir Henry Wilson was one of 
his most intimate friends. When he first met 
him, many years ago at Lord Roberts’s house, 
he was greatly attracted by him, and formed 
the opinion that he was a man of very excep- 
tionat intellectual abilities. It was, there- 
fore, a source of supreme regret to him that in 
the early days of the war his talents weré not 
us used, and he rejoiced when Sir Henry 

filson at last attained a position which not 
only did justice to his immense capacities, but 
was of great service to the nation. 

He could claim no credit for Sir Henry's ap- 

intment, which was made entirely by the 

rime Minister. He died, loved as well as ad- 
mired by all who knew him, and most by those 
who had known him most intimately. 

He could not vote on this matter without 
giving a reason for his vote. 


ANXIOUS MOMENTS, 


POINTS WHICH DECEIVED HIM. 


If the speech of Mr. McNeill meant that the 
whole policy of the Government was wrong, 
and was responsible for the death of Sir Henry 
Wilson, let them get rid of the Government. 
That was uw lesson which he obviously could not 
teach. Like the Government, he was respon- 
sible for approving the Treaty. He was in- 
clined to think that the Prime Minister would 
not be sorry to go. But when they had got 
rid of him how much further would they. be? 

Mr. McNeill said he did not want the Govern- 
ment or anybody else to go back on the Treaty. 
Could they imagine a Government formed by 
the overthrow of this one which would not im- 
mediately, by the logic of circumstances, in- 
stantly reverse the whole position? He was not 
prepared to support that policy. But he con- 
fessed that for many months he had been véry 
anxious about the position in Ireland, and very 
unceytain whether the Government were deal- 
ing with it in the right way. 

He agreed to the Treaty, but he confessed 
that if he had foreseen exactly what the posi- 
tion would be to-day he doubted if he would 
have voted for the Treaty. That was not be- 
cause of the anarchy in Ireland and the murder 
of Sir Henry Wilson. It was because he was 
entirely deceived by, or misunderstood, two 
vital things in connection with the Treaty. 

He thought that those who signed it in good 
faith accepted the position that Ulster could 
never be brought in until they were willing, 
Everything that had happened since had shown 
m- he was wrong. 

The next point, in which he was mistaken was 
that he assumed that the men who signed 
the ‘Treaty not only meant to keep 
it in good faith, but meant to 
run all risks in carrying it out. 
he understood that they meant to govern. 
Well, everyone knew they had not governed. 
It was easy to criticise the Government, and 
especially easy to criticise after the event. 

But there was one thing which he found it 
very difficult to understand. The Treaty was 
broken in its whole spirit by the agreement 
between de Valera and Collins not to have an 
election for several months. The whole essence 
of the Treaty was that it Was to be submitted 
- me to Parliament—to the people of Ire- 
and. 

By pootpaning the election the whole question 
was thrown into the melting pot, and nobody 
could tell whether or not there would be a 
government capable of ruling. Very likely he 
should have done what Ministers did, but in 
the circumstances he thought they were mis- 
taken in destroying the only instrument of 
order, the R.LC., at once when, admittedly, the 
whole matter was in suspense. It was a very 
great responsibility. | 
There was another thing. The Provisional 
Government refused to govern. That was vital, 
He had said that his real hope of the settle- 
ment succeeding wa that for the first time 
representatives of Southern Ireland had ac- 
cepted the position that Ulster would not be 
coerced. Had there been the smallest sign that 
those who signed the Treaty really meant to 
act on it? 

He was the last to try and make trouble, but, 
making allowances for the speeches of Irishmen, 
he really felt that the whole thin

after making his last agreement with de Valera, 
when he said that they were all united against 
partition. The Treaty was an acknowledgment 
of partition.

If anything, it 
was more efficient now than twelve months 
ago. It was also charged against him that 
rotection had been prematurely withdrawn 
rom prominent persons, and that warnings 
gre to the Home Office had been ignored. 

he matter of protection was first raised in 
October last, but it was decided to wait until 
the question of the Treat 
settled before anything definite was done, and, 
accordingly, nothing further was done until 
January last, when the subject was again dis- 
cussed. In that month a letter was addressed 
to Cabinet Ministers and others who had been 
receiving police protection, including Lord Car- 
son, stating that in view of the changed situa- 
tion in regard: to Ireland, it was considered 
safe to discontinue the protection, and askin 
for their views on the subject. : 

Without exception, those concerned accepted 
the situation without demur, and the police 
protection was withdrawn. For five months 
they had gone without any untoward incident. 
Certain information was received, but 6n all 
hands it was agreed that, whatever else might 
happen, there would be no organised murder 
in Great Britain arising out of the Irish 
situation. He still believed that to be the 
position to-day. 

As to the charge that he had totally ignored 
warnings weeny given, that was not true. 
lu the Sunday Express of the previous day it 
was stated that the police of Northern Ireland 
had definite information of the intention to 
assassinate Sir Henry Wilson, that that in- 
formation was communicated to him (Mr, 
Shortt), and that he deliberately ignored it. 
As a matter of fact no communication of any 
sort was ever received from Northern Ireland 
on the subject. 

He accordingly telegraphed that morning to 
the Home Secretary for Northern Ireland ask- 
ing for permission to deny the allegation. The 
reply he received was as follows: '' Heads 
police in Ulster had no special information 
of a plot to assassinate Sir Henry Wilson: 
We, however, always took precautions to pro- 
tect him on his visits here.” So the charge 
against him was absolutely untrue, and un- 
founded. (Hear, hear.) , 

Every communication received by the police 
had always been carefully followed up and 
investigated. None was ever ignored: The 
Secret Service men always paid the greatest 
— attention to men like Sir Henry 

ilson. : 

Referring to the two men now in cust 
on the charge of murdering Sir Henry Wilson, 
he said it appeared that these young men 
nad nothing to do with Ireland. They were 
both Londoners, and cx-soldiers. One of them 
was a member of a family, all of whose sons 
fought in the war. They were both living with 
their parents up to the time of the crime, 
and there was no evidence that they had ever 
been in Ireland in their lives. 

Major Boyd Carpenter said that the Colonial 
Secretary's speech had not met the situation, 
because it was full of “ ifs” and “ ands.”’ Were 
the. Government going to capitulate te crime 
on a great scale? If they did it would mean 
that democratic institutions, and all that men 
held to be true, would come crashing to the 
ground in ruins.

No 
man had been condemned oftener because he 
followed Sir Henry Wilson's advice on military 
matters. Three times had he stood there to de- 
fend the Government in periods of Parlia- 
mentary crisis occasioned because he followed 
the advice of Sir Henry Wilson in military 
matters. A good deal of criticism, because the 
Government could not honestly follow his‘advice 
in political matters, came from those who criti- 
cised the Government very severely because they 
followed bis advice on military matters, 

As Mr. Bonar Law had said, this was a vote 
on the policy of the Treaty. That policy was 
being challenged.

AN INFANT’S GUARDIAN. 


— 


APPEALS BY FATHER AND 
MOTHER. 


In the Court of Appeal for Southern Ireland, 
sitting at the King's Inns, Dublin, yesterday, 
before the Lord Chief Justice, Lord Justice 
Ronan, and Mr. Justice Wylie, in the matter of 
the Guardianship of Infants Act and Nelson, a 
cross-appeal was heard, both the father and the 
mother of the infant, aged four years, appeal- 
ing from an order made by Mr. Justice Powell, 
The father is William H. N. Nelson, solicitor, 
Belfast, and the mother is his wife, Mrs. 
Constance Nelson. 

Mr. Herbert Wilson, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Russell (instructed by Messrs. Turnbull and 
Co.), appeared for Mr. Nelson, the father of the 
child, and applied that the appeal should be 
heard in camera, submitting that any case in 
which there was matter which reflected on the 
. infant's welfare was a proper case to be heard 
im camera. 

The Lord Chief Justice am very much op- 
posed to hearing cases in camera, and it seems 
to me that you will have to satisfy me that 
there is something exceptional in this case. 

Lord Justice Ronan suggested that Mr. Wilson 
should refer the Lord Chief Justice to the 
affidaviis, because the matter was not in camera 
now. 

Mr. Wilson said that he did not know that he 
should refer to any particular passage in the 
affidavits. 

The Lord Chief Justice—In my official ex- 
perience [ have never found it necessary to hear 
a case of this kind in camera.: I much prefer 
to, rely on what I can always rely on perfectly— 
the discretion of the Press not to publish any- 
thing which may do harm in any view of the 
case. I had some time ago a very striking case 
in the. King’s Bench, “which involved a little 
child practically of the same age as this, and 
the parties to which were young, and the cir- 
eumstances of which were A iran oF sensational. 
I felt at the end of the case that there was a 
chance of reconciling husband and wife, and I 
adjourned the case, and I asked the parties to 
eee me, and in the end we effected a reconcilia. 
tion. At the close of that case the Press had 
two columns of sensational matter that I asked 
them, in view of the effort which I was about 
to make, not to publish; and they at once 
cheerfully acceded to my view. Nothing could 
have been better than the way in which I was 
met by every paper upon that occasion. I 
much greg to rely on the wisdom and disere- 
tion of the Press; and I am sure that in this 
case, as in that case, they will not publish any 
details which may reflect upon the child or 
which may prevent the reconciliation of the 
parents. I do not think we should hear it 
im camera. 

Mr. ‘Vilson then proceeded with his case, 
The proceedings, he said, were started so far 
back as the 25rd Juno, 1921, when Mrs. Nelson 
issued an originating summons under thé 
Guardianship of Infants Act, 1886, for an order 
that the custody of the infant should be com- 
mitted to her until further order. Various 
affidavits were filed, and towards the end of 
July it was arranged between him (Mr. Wilson) 
and Mr. Brown that all the affidavits should be 
handed to Mr. Justice Powell, and for him to 
make any order he thought fit. IS was ar- 
ran that during the Long Vacation the 
child should be produced to the mother at the 
house of 4 solicitor, but that opportunity was 
not availed of. Then it became evident that 
the matter could not be disposed of without 
seven or eight affidavits having to be thrashed 
out in court. The matter came again before 
Mr.- Justice Powell, who made an order that 
the custody of the infant. be committed to 
the mother (Mrs. Nelson) for four months in 
every year, provided that she should during 
such period be living in her husband's residence, 
and that the custody of the infant should be 
given to the father (Mr. Nelson) during eight 
months in every year until further order. The 
child, a girl, was born in 1918, the parties 
having been married in 1914. Counsel said 
that the order of the judge would be anything 
but one for the benefit of the child. There was 
no question of difference of religion between 
husband and wife. Each of them appealed 
from Judge Powell's order, and each claimed 
sole custody of the child. It appeared in one 
of Mrs, Nelson’s affidavits that her husband

The Rev. R. Lawrie Sheppard, vicar of St, 
Martin’s-in-the-Fields, London, in an affidavit, 
stated that Mrs. Nelson had attended his 
church, and that he considered her a religious 


woman. 

In an affidavit by William H. Eldridge, a 
baker's man. residing in London, it was stated 
that when Mr, Nelson took the child from Mrs.

ARAB AND JEW. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

_ Srg,— Your editorial note on “Arab and Jew ” 
in to-days issue betrays, I regret to say, a 
woeful lack of the idealistic touch which one 
would have expected from you in dealing with 
a subject of such vast significance, not only for 
the future of the Jewish people, but also for 
that of civilisation as a Saale. while, at the 
same time, exhibiting a lamentable failure to 
rise to the height of a grand historic moment, 
almost unique in the annals of pations. You 
seem to forget that the history of Israel is 
unparalleled at once in its peculiar tragedy 
and grandeur, and that questions affecting its 
future must not be approached with an 
ordinary frame of mind or judged by con- 
ventional canons. You, again, appear to ose 
sight completely of the powerful spiritual bonds, 
never dissolved and indissoluble, which, have 
kept the Jewish people inseparably attached to 
the bond of the Patriarchs and the Prophets 
ever since they were robbed of it by the Roman 
conqueror. 

You quote the Arab statement to the effect 
that the Arabs contributed more than the Jews 
to the conquest of Palestine by Britain. I do 
not wish to argue this point. We know full 
well that the Jewish regiment and Palestinian 
Jewry in general, thrilled by British promises, 
rendered very effective assistance, which has 
been, time and again, freely acknowledged by 
Lord Allenby himself. But is this fact the only 
ground upon which we lay our claim to the 
right of founding a national home for the 
Jewish people in the land of their fathers? 
Has the Bible become a sealed book for _ 
the 


Christian world? Does not, moreover, 
history of the endless miscries and agonies we 
have experienced, and to some extent are still 
experiencing, at the hands of Christendom, de- 
spite the signal services Isracl has admittedly 
rendered to civilisation in all its various phases 
and aspects, establish for us a moral right to 
expect by way of honourable reparation that 
facilities shali be afforded us with a view to 
effectuating, with God's help, our age-long 
aspirations, clustering around the sacred so! 
of Palestine, saturated with the precious bl 

of our heroes, prophets, and psalmists? We 
have shed torrents of tears for the restoration 
of Israel, and these will rise into | waves 
and formidable currents, which will assuredly 
sweep away all barriers of opposition, mis- 
representation, and prejwdice oe between 
us and the attainment of our hopes, the noblest 
and most idealistic that ever surged within a 
buman heart. 

You seem to imply that the native Jews in 
Palestine are opposed to the restoration move- 
ment which has electrified the communities of 
Israel all over the habitable earth. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. These Jews 
yield te no one in their passionate love for 
Zion and their ardent yearning for its resusci- 
tation, for which, im fact, they have made and 
are making the greatest ssible sacrifices. 
There is, admit, a considerable amount, of 
dissatisfaction among the observant Jews in 
Palestine with the religious conduct, or rather 
misconduct, of some of the new immigrants. 
We in the diaspore share, to a large extent, 
their sentiments in this direction. But this is 

rely an internal matter, and does not in 
the remotest degree affect the attitude of 
orthodox Jews, either in Palestine or outside 
of it, towards the historic movement aiming at 
the rehabilitation of that country as the 
national homeland and spiritual and cultural 
centre of the people of Israel. 

With regard to the Arabs, we who have 
suffered so enormously from unjust discrimina- 
tion and iniquitous treatment have not, believe 
me, the slightest intention of encroaching upon 
the rights, private, civic, and political, of our 
Semitic kinsmen, with whom we desire to live 
in the most amicable relations. Palestine, when 
properly developed by means of Jewish labour, 
resources, and energy, will be capable of com- 
fortably supporting a population at least five 
times the number of Arab inhebitants at 
present living, or rather vegetating, in the land 
which once Fowed with k and honey. The 
country is still practically in a desolate con- 
dition. It is only the united effort of the 
Jewish ople that can turn this wilderness 
into a Garden of Eden. Do you want us to 
make that effort for the purpose of raising up 
one more Arab State, even excelling the others 
already constituted with the aid of British 
power and diplomacy? The influx of Jewish 
immigrants, which has only just begun, far 
from injuring, is scoilt benefiting the country 
as a whole, including the native Arab popula- 
tion. Would you expect us to bring thousands 
of Arabs, instead of Jews fleeing from persecu- 
tion, into the historic land of Israel, and 
through their settlement effect its revival? 

As a result of the great war the Arab race 
has regained immense territories offering more 
than ample scope for the full realisation of 
its highest possibilities, and for the building up 
of an Arab civilisation were that of the 
Caliphate at its very senith. The Arab is 
exceedingly rich in this respect, and we 
are very gratified at the fact. “ But the poor 
man has nothing save one little: ewe-lamb. 
For Israel there is only one little etrip of 
territory in which he may hope to found an 
asylum for his sore-stricken, outraged sons and 
daughters, escaping from the horrors of 
pogroms and massacres; in which he may even- 
tually attain to full self-expression and realisa- 
tion as an ethnic unit conscious of a great 
mission of the highest import and significance, 
and from which, once again breathing, as 4 
free and erect national entity, the atmosphere 
which echoed the strophes of Micah and Isaiah 
and the strains of David and Aseph, he may 
yet send forth floods of divine light which will 
illumine the whole earth. Will you begrudge 
him this?

Arabs as well. If this be so, evidently she must 
choose between the two contradictory deciara- 
tions in regard to Palestine. She cannot re- 
deem both promises, and she would stand 
morally self-condemned if she treated both as 
mere scraps of paper, Under these citcum- 
stances, prophecy, history, sentiment and noble 
and sacred idealism imperiousily demand that 
her choice be made in favour of Israel. Britain 
must know that our fiery longing for Zion is 
unquenchable. It would not only be griovously 
wrong, but also extremely unwise, on her part 
to ignore the flame of enthusiasm which the 
Balfour declaration has fann: | in our hearts. 

On the rivers of Babylon we once took, amid 
tears and cries, a solemn oath:>—' lí 1 forget 
thee, O Jerusalem, let my right hand f t 
her cunning. If I do not remember thee, let 
my tongue cleave to my palate. We are 
determined in grim earnest to remain true to 
that oath. 

Instead of a vague and vacillating attitude, 
let Britain but adopt a clear and fitm policy 
with regard to the Balfour declaration, and the 
Arab agitation, largely fomented un- 
scrupulous intriguers among the Aras, wul 
speedily subside, and Jew and Arab will join 
hands in the magnificent task of rebuilding the 
land which bas focussed the attention of man- 
kind for so many centuries, At a time when 
Europe was covered with darkness Jow and 
Aras Áise to Who, and increase the 
ig t now edge. may once again co- 
operate along that path {or the bee good of 
the whole of humanity.— urs, >
